CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. LB— 
America may try again next week 
to lau nch its first earth satellite. 
The nation's testers of space

5,000-mile missile* within

hou rs, tu rned their attention to­ 
day to efforts to pu t two b ab y 
moons Into the sky. 
The lau nchings Friday of an At­ 
las b allistic missile ami a Navaho 
ramjet vehicle b oth were su ccess­ 
fu l. The Navaho took off b allistic- 
fashion u nder the power of two 
liqu id propellant rockets consid­ 
erab ly longer than the missile it­ 
self. Tile rocket b oosters dropped 
off into the ocean after ab ou t 40 
miles of flight.

More than 56 million passenger cars are 
now registered in the United States, ac­ 
cording to the Automobile Manufacturers 
Assn. This is not a bari record for an in­ 
dustry which began with a product consid­ 
ered an amusing spectacle at the turn of 
the century. 
Many related industries have benefited 


g r e a t l y from the popularity of the automo­ 
bile as a medium of tran; potation. It is 
estimated by the association that in 1957 
more than 4 million cars were junked. This 
replacement market has bern growing and 
now represents a sizable portion of the bus­ 
iness of new car dealers and used car lots. 
# Replacement m arkets provide many in­ 
dustries a form of guaranteed annual sales. 
In the case of automobiles, the high rate 
of junking is expected to continue because 


of the large number of pre-World War II 
autos still on the highways. 
Back in 1925, the average automobile 
was expected to provide transportation for 
six and one-half years, The average car 
lasts almost twice as long today, and has 
a mileage “ life expectancy” of 110.000 mil­ 
es, as compared to 25,750 rn i I e s in 1925. 
Economic forecasters may not be re­ 
garding the replacement market seriously 
enough in prognosticating business condi­ 
tions in 1958. The high volume of goods pro­ 
duced in the past h a s flooded m arkets in 
the U. S. and abroad, creating a continuous 
replacement m a rk e t—not to mention the 
m any services required to maintain goods 
already in consumers hands. 
Industry has built a secondary m arket to 
strongly supplement its virgin sides.

PHILADELPHIA, 
Pa. - O n e 
hundred and ninety years ago a 
couple of peace-making 
English 
m athem aticians and surveyors un­ 
wittingly created “ Dixie.” 
They were Charles Mason and 
Jeremiah Dixon who drew 
an 
i actual boundary “straight aa a 
die,” which for nearly two cen­ 
turies has constituted one of tho 
most famous of mythical boun­ 
daries In the world, that be­ 
tween 
the 
North 
and 
South, 
U.S.A. 
At time# the “ boundary” has 
been m arred by bloodshed, as in 
the “ w ar” between 
M arylanders 
and Pennsylvanian* in 1737, which 
gave rise to the Mason and Dixon 
surveying project itself, and in the 
War 
Bween 
the 
State 
of 
the 
1860s, but most of the time it has 
been the occasion for much good 
natured banter, song and mellow 
tradition. 
Kings Charles I and Charles II 
of England started it when their 
grants to Lord Baltimore and Wil­ 
liam 
Penn 
were 
bo 
ambiguous 
that, taken at the high water mark 
of each. Philadelphia could 
have 
been in Maryland or Baltimore in 
Pennsylvania. 
It might more p r o p e r l y be 
known as “the Rittenhouse line,” 
because in 1763, after the home of 
a certain Cresapa had been burned 
during a pitched battle between 14 
men who claimed it was in Mary­ 
land and 55 who maintained it was 
in Pennsylvania, Gov. John Penn, 
grandson of William Penn, com­ 
missioned 
D a v i d 
Rittenhouse. 
Philadelphia 
instrument - maker, 
astronomer, 
mathem atician 
and 
friend of Benjamin 
Franklin, to 
settle the dispute by surveying the 
line at “ the 40th degree or north 
latitude from the equinoctial.” 
• • • 
AFTER VIRGINIA and 
Deli- 
ware got into the controversy, Ma­ 
son and Dixon were sent for all the 
way from England so that 
they 
would he unbiased, but they found 
j Rittenhouse’s surveys so accurate 
that they accepted them. 
Led by an Indian guide, the Eng­ 
lishmen pushed west f r o m 
the 
northwest com er of Maryland un­ 
til the guide crossed a warpath of

tribes who were settling a terri­ 
torial dispute in their own way, 
and he refused to proceed one step 
farther. 
This was a point about 244 miles 
west of the Delaware river, and 
the party turned back eastward 
and began drawing the line at pre­ 
cisely 39 degrees, 43 minutes and 
26.3 seconds north latitude, setting 
milestones marked with M on the 
Maryland side and P on the Penn­ 
sylvania aide. 
Every fifth mile­ 
stone bore the coat of arm s ai Wil­ 
liam Penn and 
Lord 
Baltimore, 
and some still are in existence. 
Actually Die Mason-Dixon line 
proper now is the southern boun 
dary of Pennsylvania, exclusive of 
the arc boundary between that 
state and Delaware. It was in the 
famous congressional debates of 
1819-1820 over Henry Clay’s Mis 
souri 
Compromise 
between 
the 
free and slave states that the im­ 
pression 
spread t h a t the line 
reached much farther west. 
This extensive 
interpretation 
now accepted by some historians 
projects the line westward along 
the Ohio river from its Intersec­ 
tion with the Pennsylvania boun­ 
dary to Its mouth, thence the 
eastern, northern and western 
boundaries of Missouri, and then 
westward along the parallel 34* 
30’, the line established by the 
Missouri Compromise to sepa­ 
rate free and slave territory la 
the louisiana Purchase except 
Missouri. 
So it is just a myth of sorts, 
named 
after 
Englishmen whose 
monikers got connected with it in 
the sam e way that a geographer, 
Americus V e s p u c I u s, put the

World instead of that of Christoph­ 
er Columbus. 
It might have been only “th# 
Rittenhouse line” m a r k i n g tha 
southern 
boundary 
of 
Pennsyl­ 
vania, but who cares when voice*
